Chairman John J. Raskob, of the 
‘democratic national committee, said 
‘today he opposed the party taking 
‘either a wet or dry stand in 1932, 
‘but wanted it to declare for a referen- 
‘dum on prohibition. 

' As he issued this statement through 
pe committee his move to bring up 
‘the controversial prohibition issue was 
‘assailed by Senator Connally, demo 
‘erat, of Texas, as one “calculated to 
\disrupt and divide the party's strength

| Connally issued his statement in re- 
sponse to the letter he received as a 
‘campaign contributor in 1928 from 
Mr. Raskob asking his views on a 
|prohibition stand by the party. He 
| opposed repeal or modification of the 
\eighteenth amendment and supported 
‘the contention of Senator Robinson, 
‘of Arkansas, the democratic leader, 
‘that the 1932 campaign should be 
waged on economic issues. 
| “The efforts of those who have been 
| honored by the party,” said Connally,

'The farm board bared its operating 
isecrets today in a battle for its life 
before the senate agriculture com- 
mittee. 
| The spectacular story of a two-year 
effort to help the farmer by gigantic 
stabilization operations and co-opera- 
‘tive marketing was unfolded by Chair- 
'man Stone to justify the board’s exist- 
‘ence. 
| The quiet-mannered chairman de- 
‘livered facts and figures on the board's 


| operations in the form of an annual 
‘report to congress. Then he sat 
|through almost a full day of running 
‘cross-examination by critical members 
‘of the committee. 

The report showed the board still 
holds through its subsidiaries 189,- 
656,1S7 bushels of wheat and 1,310,- 
789 bales of cotton, 

Toward the end of the day, Carl 
Williams, cotton member, took the 
stand and promised the board would 
/hold. its stabilization cotton off the 
‘market another year if the southern 
‘farmers would go through with their 
acreage reduction programs. Under the 


‘present arrangement the surplus will 
|be held until July 31. 

| Committee members, many of them 
|open critics of the farm board policies, 
augmented by one or two other sen- 
ators, sat around a long table and 
took turns firing questions at the 
board chairman. 

Stone, cool and calm, sat in their 
midst with an arm over the back of 
his chair and much of the time a 
cigaret in his hand. He answered their 
questions in a quiet voice which could 
hardly be heard in some parts of the 
/room.

With the surplus of 
the last two crops above market re- 
quirements, reaching approximately 
12,000,000 bales, next fall will 
bring disaster to the southern 
farmer unless that over-supply is 
materially reduced. The only way 
that can be accomplished is through 
cutting the output of cotton next 
year to a point below consumption 
requirements. 

It is reasonable to expect that 
agricultural and financial leaders of 
the south faced with choosing be- 
tween prosperity through reduction, 
or disaster through lack of atten- 
tion to the laws of suppfy and de- 
mand, will choose the former route. 

The unanimous agreement that 
a 50 per cent reduction should be 
effected, following so quickly on 
the heels of the announcement that 
the farm board and the bankers of 
the south had concluded arrange- 
ments to take 6,600,000 bales off 
the market until July 1, indicates 
the degree to which we have awak- 
ened to the necessity of drastic re- 
duction.

Here is a lesson which I fear not 
a few doctors have yet to learn—that 
the doctor should be Jast and never 
first to declare such a victim dead.

Humphreys is said to have left his 
home in Tennessee several years ago 
and went to Texas, where he took a 
grant on 4,000 acres of land. It is 
said there are 150 oil wells on the 
Texas estate, known as the Spindle 
cil fields, and the property is said to 
be valued at more than $40,000,000. 
In an interview, G. W. Arp, of Ber- 
ryton, Ga., three miles south of Sum- 
merville, who claims to be one of the 
heirs to the vast fortune, said:

SPEEDIEST TEAM. 


The team, as chosen, represents one 

of the biggest and speediest in Big 
Ten football. The line’ averages 
200 1-2 pounds in weight and 6 feet 
in height, while the backfield aver- 
ages 182 pounds and stands 5 feet 10 
inches. 
,» Paul Moss, Purdue’s celebrated pass 
receiver, was placed at left end by 
an almost unanimous vote. Standing 
over 6 feet and weighing 175 pounds, 
Moss has been one of the real sensa- 
tions of Big Ten football, particu- 
larly on the offensive. With the speed 
of a track star and the shiftiness of 
a typical Hoosier basketball forward, 
he has been Purdue’s biggest punch. 
Moss hails from Terre Haute, home 
of many of Purdue's greatest heroes, 
and is a junior with another year to 
compete. 


Michigan’s unorthodex wing ace, 
es Williamson, of Toledo, Ohio, was 
awarded the right end post.
